DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed February 1 1 , 2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non- 
patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information 
or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1 ,2 3a and 3b should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not a single paragraph, it 
contains phrases such as "The present invention relates to" and "According to the present 
invention", and has grammatical errors such as in the last two lines of the second paragraph. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: a hinge portion attached to the outside of the main body so as to let covers 
move each other. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: there is no written 
description for a "rip" as associated with reference character 14. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The claims fail to set forth the structure of the case with respect to the safe 
landing pit and the covers moving each other. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The claims fail to set forth 
the structure of the case with respect to the safe landing pit and the covers moving each other. 
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9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for the following limitations in the claims: 

• Claim 1 recites the limitation "the first and second covers" in lines 1-2. 

• Claim 1 recites the limitation "the upper sides of the main body" in line 2. 

• Claim 1 recites the limitation "the side-surface of the container" in lines 6-7. 

• Claim 1 recites the limitation "the second ventilating opening" in lines 10-11. 
The structure of the cosmetic case is not clearly set forth in the claims. 

• There is no distinction made between the main body and the refill body of claim 1 
so as to allow one to determine how the first and second covers co-exist. 

• It is unclear how both the covers move each other. 

• The last subparagraph of claim 1 is confusing. How is the first ventilation opening 
both open for discharge and blocked to seal as set forth in the claim? 

• There is no structure set forth to define a "safe landing pit". Similarly, there is no 
structure to define a "powder container". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-4 appear to avoid the art of record. However in view of the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st and 2nd paragraphs, set forth in this Office action, the claims cannot be 
deemed allowable. 
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Conclusion 

1 1 . Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. 1.111, including: "The reply must present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions 
believed to render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over any 
applied references. A general allegation that the claims "define a patentable invention" without 
specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references does not comply with the requirements of this section. Moreover, "The prompt 
development of a clear Issue requires that the replies of the applicant meet the objections to 
and rejections of the claims."
